AGA KHAN’S MEMOIRS 
AND THE 


WESTERN APPROACHES 


When the Aga Khan 
wrote the story of his 
life, spanning two eras 
and ranging over sport 
and statesmanship_ in 
two continents, he was 
able to say after 77 
years of life in the 
grand manners: “Never 
have I for an instant 
been bored.” 


“That alone," says Mr Somer- 
set Maugham in his preface to 
‘The Memoirs of Aga Khan” 
(publighed by Cassell—-21s) “Ils 
cnough to mark the Aga Khm 
out as a remarkable man,” 

What ao fascinating, ebullient, 
reminiscence this is: kings, 
presidents, statesmen, world 
celebrities, actors and artists 
society beauties, Jockeys ani 
generals, nil of them his friends, 
crowd the pages.
